Dear Mr. Kline: 

With respect to the two 1776 Continental Dollars with one R in 
CURENCY forwarded with your letter of July 3, 1975, we are glad to give you 
our comments. These are the variety of the Continental Dollar which appear 
most often. 


Variety 1(1) -C. This piece weighing 240 grains has a specific 
gravity of about 7.6. It has a bright glossy surface. It has an overheating 
discoloration on the obverse in a lozenge shape from 2 to 4 o'clock extending 
through to the reverse. It has a heavy die break from the top of A in CONTIN 
ENTAL to the edge at 0 in CONTINENTAL. There is a dent at the edge above the 
right side of the first C in CURENCY. There is a horizontal scratch over the 
N of New Jersey. The eyes of the sun are unusually clear. If turned on the 
obverse vertical axis the reverse is turned about 45 degrees clockwise. 

The edge leaf design is complete. The cotn is very strongly struck. In our 
opinion it is uncirculated and genuine. 

Variety 1-C. This piece weighing 266% grains has a specific 
gravity of about 7.2. It is dull gray in color. The horizontal lines on 
the stylus and the horizontal lines on the lower part of base lines under 
the dundial are net struck up and appear as a solid area. The die break is 
developed only from G to I in FUGIO. If turned on its obverse horizontal 
vertical axis the reverse is offset about 10 degrees clockwise. There are 
two dents in the Connecticut and Georgia links and one dent in N.J., Penna., 
N.Ji> and S.C. links. There is a light obverse scratch between 6 and Y. 

The edge is complete and unusually well .struck. The coin JLs not well centered 

but not sharply struck. - ± in i n 

our opinion it is genuine and in extremely fine to about uncirculated condition. 

We hope we have been helpful. The coins are returned herewith.
